I could make no commitment on this and that as the purpose of the 
breakfast was to get acquainted with the CIA, it would probably be more . 
productive if held at Langley, but that either may be considered. It was 
mutually agreed to cancel the breakfast for 19 April, that Dooley would 
discuss the invitation with the Members and that Dooley and I would get 
together thereafter and see that something is worked out in the near future.
